The Arrorwey Gensrat rofe, purfaant to the no- 
tice which lie had given on a former day, to move for 
feave to bring in a bill for the regulation of new!papers 
and other publications of a fimilar nature. One object 
was, to fecure the revenue by better preventing new f- 
papers from being exported upon unftamped paper; and 
another, which was of yet greater importance, namely, 
the prevention of the exportation of new!papers to “ 
counrty in hoftility with us. With refpect to the fri 
point, of the mode of publication, the Houfe would re- 
colle& how the mode of proof upon that point now 
ftood. It was neceflary to prove the purchafing the 
identical paper at the {hop of the printer. It frequent- 
ly happened, almoft always fo, that there was a “grt 
culty of getting a paper at a printer's fhop the day af- 
ter jt was known to contain any thing reprehenfile. 
Thes not only was redrefs baffled for want of proof, 
but individuals were grofsly calumniated without re- 
drefs. He mifunderitood his own meafure much if it 
did not-apply itfelf to the cafe of individuals equally with 
the public, and upon that broad bafis and general prin- 
ciple it was founded. 

He would ftate to the Houfe the circumftances 
under Which an individual {tood who had been calumoia- 

» ted. The fecurity which the public had was very frail, 
but much frailer was the fecurity of an individual.— 
The profecution was carried on by this fpecies of evi- 

_ dence : Government employed a perfon to purchafe a

\ per publithed in this town. In a profecution, it was 
* neceflary to begin with proving that individual paper 
was purchafed at the individual fhop of the printer. 
Yet, as he remarked above, the individual finds great 
difficulty to get a paper the day after it was known to 
contain offenfive matter. If we went into a Coffee- 
~ houfe, or into a private room, and looked at the new!- 
. papers, we fhould find private character continually at- 
tacked’; the grounds of our actions continually mifrepre- 
fented ; foul, wicked, and unjuft motives attributed to 
our condué{ either as public men or as individuals ; 
yet, if under thefe circumftances, the man went to his 
lawyer, the firit queftion was, “ Are you prepared 
with proof of the ‘publication ?’—If he could prove 
it, he had prima facte evidence to go to a jury; if he 
could not prove that the identical paper was publifhed 
at the individual hop of the printer, the man mutt fit 
dowr with pawence, and without redrefs for the injury. 
By accident, however, the public were in poflefhon of 
* one advantage, upon the principle of which the Legifla- 
ture ought to a@t. He alluded to the act of the 5th 
~ Geo. LIL. by which fecurity was required for the ftamp 
duties. Afterwards by the 2gth of the King, fome 
one of the proprietors was to join in the bond for that 
fecurity. Aiter proving the paper in queftion to be 
bought at the fhop of A. B. then the bond was produ- 
ced to prove the proprietors. This was firft done in 
the cafe of the proprietor of The World, one Topham, 
whe was profecuted for a libel upon the memory of the 
late Earl Cowper, but he had abandoned that property 
' 18 months before. 
He would now ftate to the Houfe thofe reafons which 
_ induced -him to bring forward the prefent bill. It was 
in the memory of many Gentlemen, that there appear- 
ed in an Englifh newfpaper an account of the treatment 
of the French prifoners of war, which, if true, was dif- 
graceful to the Britith charaéter. | When he read that 
newfpaper, he was not furprifed at the queftion afked 
by many, what the Attorney-General had been about, 
that he had not profecuted the author? After he had 
prepared fufficient evidence, as he thought, to go before 
“the Jury, he filed his information. He afterwards dif- 
covered that he was proceeding to profecute a man who 
had long left the country. He then looked to the pro- 
_ prietors, and he found, that fome time ago a Gentleman 
had given fecurity for the ftamp duties, but he had had 
no concern or intereft in the newfpaper for a year and 
“a half paft. His meafure, therefore, was to corre& this 
evil, and its effect had regard to the fecurity of indivi- 
_Guals, as well as to the country. If we looked to the 
debates of the Council of Five Hundred, we fhould 
find that they ftated, they had their printers in this 
country. He tru(ted the fact was not fo ; but he found, 
that their details were here reprefented in a manner 
which feemed to with to give authenticity to them. He 
had in his hand one paper found in a neutral veffel 
‘bound directly to France, which contained information 
moft material for the enemy— information that no other 
individual could communicate in another fhape, without 
being fubjeéted to the fevereft penaltics. The queftion 
then was, how they were to be punifhed for doing it 
this way? There were other papers, fome ftamped, 
others unitamped. The fimple propofition was this, 
that there ought to be a refponfibility, and that fome 
perfons ought to ftand in that fituation of efficacious 
sefponfibility. His propefition-wes~to provide fome- 
thing of that fort, and to make it the bounden duty of 
the Commifliorers of the Stamps not to deliver any 
ftamps but to fome one of the proprietors of the paper, 
or to fome one of the printers or publifhers, who fhall 
‘be known to be fuch; that notice fhall be given that 
they are fuch, and being known as fuch, hall {land in 
a fituation of refponfibility, and be anfwerable for what- 
ever may be in the paper. 

With refpe& to the other part of this bill, to pre- 
vent the exportation of newfpapers to thofe nations who 
were in hoftility with us, he would tell the Houfe, that 
this way was a moft ingenious one to fupply them with 
that‘fort of information which could not without danger 
be fupplied in the fhape ofa letter. He would juft 
ftate to them a piece of important information for our 
enemy to know, which was conveyed in the fhape of a 
fetter to the Lords of the Admiralty here, circulated 
in an Englifh newfpaper here, and exported in ‘a neu- 
tral fhip dire@lly to France : That the prefent sutward- 
bound Welt India fleet, from the value of the cargo, 
deferved a better convoy than two frigates; and that, 
as the Channel was unprovided with cruifers, it would 
be leaving them to the mercy of two line of battle hips, 
if they fhould put out from Breft. He would afk the 
Houle what they would think if this fort of informa- 
tion had been cummunicated as a letter of advice to our 
enemies ? 


Some newfpapers had laft week gone into exami- 
nations of the different, ftates of Great Britain and 
ireland ; and from the different fituations of the two 
countties,'they had inferred that thé French would never

It was unneceflary for him to inform them, that at 

that time, within London and in every great town, 
there was publifhed a great number of pamphlets, with- 
out the names of either Author, Publither, or Printer, 
or without the means of tracing them to their fource. 
It was clear that they were written by able men ; but 
the contents of thefe works as to religion were detelt- 
able—as to the dottrine refpecting property, horrible— 
and as to Government, wicked. He had confidered 
how it was poflible to make fuch perfons refponfible, 
but as he thought it would infringe upon the liberty of 
the prefs, he had poftponed the confideration to a fu- 
ture time, and made it no part of the prefent bill. Of 
this point, however, he fhould confider hereafter. —He 
fhould therefore move for leave to bring in a bill to pre- 
rent the mifchief arifing from the publication of newl- 
papers, by perfons unknown. 
Mr Sueriwan faid, that he could not, without great 
relu€tance, be brought to give his confent to any mo- 
tion reftraining the liberty of the prefs ; and, with what- 
ever candour the Learned Gentleman had {poken in 
fupport of his motion, he could not but perceive in it 
the continuation of a fyftem which had for a length of 
time palt been purfuing, namely, the infringement of 
the liberty of the prefs. But as the Honourable Gen- 
tleman’s motion feemed to be extended to other papers 
befides newfpapers, probably he might have in his view 
The Anti-Jacobin, (unlefs, indeed, this were one of 
the cafes on which the Learned Gentleman felt fome 
hefitation.) He had not heard any great refentment of 
the Learned Gentleman exprefled againft papers of an- 
other complexion. | Did he mean to fay, that an ac- 
count was to be called for of the profits of things not 
publithed? In this cafe, any retainer by the Treafury, 
to papers in oppofition to Government, mutt be confi- 
dered in the fame fenfe as if the 'Treafury was the pro- 
prietor, and refponfible for fuch publications. For fuch 
reafons, he, for one, withed to withhold his confent 
from the prefent motion. 

The Arrorney Generat, in explanation, faid, 
that he wifhed for nothing more than a fair difcuffion 
of the fubject. He acknowledged that lit had feen the 
paper called the Anti-Jacobin; but he believed that 
paper had never yet found its way into a neutral thip 
for France, nor had he ever feen it without a ftamp.— 
To what Government or Treafury the Hon. Gentle- 
man alludéd he could not tell, but his propofition, if 
acceded to, would bring out that likewife.. 

Mr Tierney faid, in the profecution carrying on 
again{t Johnfon, the bookfeller, for the publication of 
the anfwer to the Bifhop of Landaff’s addrefs, one of 
the counts of the indi&ment was that he (Johnfon) 
meaning to vilify, &c. the Government of this country, 
&c. did go the defperate length of doubting the fin- 
cerity of the Right Hon, W. Pitt, and that he, W. 
Pitt, was not fincere in his offers to make peace with 
the enemies of this country.” For his own part he 
mutt fay, that this faid W, Pitt had not given him or 
others the moft fatisfactory evidence, fo as to clear all 
doubts on this fubject. From this fpecimen, he was 
led to view with peculiar jealoufy any meafuies which 
came recommended by the Attorney General. 

Mr Hosuouss faid, he fhould oppofe any motion 

whofe object was to make it impoflible to make a fingle 
comment on the proceedings of Minifters, and to im- 
pofe filence on all fubjects of public difcuflion, without 
being expofed to the feverity of profecution. 
Mr Pitt affured the Hon. Gentleman, that this bill 
would by no means have fuch an effe&t. It would con- 
tain no new regulations as to the materials of the pa- 
per, as a fubject of profecution ; no difcuflion of public’ 
meafures ; no obfervations on the conduét and charac- 
ter of Minifters would be fubjeéts for profecution, o- 
therwife than as the law now ftands; but the only dif- 
ference would be, that this bill would render fome men 
refponfible who are not fo now. It went to reftrain 
fuch publications from going to the enemies of the coun- 
try as conveyed prompt communication with refpect to 
the failing of fleets, or any warlike meafures. What 
conneétion had the liberty of the prefs with giving fuch 
information to the enemy as was. calculated to impede 
the operations of this country, and to produce effects 
the moft mifchievous ? é 

As to the attack on a Minifter, and calling in que- 
{tion his fincerity in a negociation, after the proceedings 
and decifion of Parliament on the fubjeét, it was for o- 
thers to give an opinion ; he knew not who was the au- 
thor of the remark, but it was imputed to a learned 
Gentleman, as a fentiment delivered in a club, and 
.whom, for along time, he had now miffed in that 
Houfe ; that learned Gentleman, as {tated in a newf- 
paper, had faid, that a moft extraordinary attack had 
been made on the publifher of a performance, in which 
it was faid that Miniftry were not fincere.—But all this 
might be innocent when compared to other parts of the 
book, which flandered every part of the Contltitution, 
and which exhorted the‘feople not to defend themfelves 
from the enemy. “ If," faid Mr Pitt, * that learned 
advocate were now here, to defend fuch a declaration, 
I would tell him that he was {tating a libel.” 

Mr Sueripan faid, with’ refpec&t to the Learned 
Gentleman whom the Right Hon. Chancellor had fo 
feverely attacked in his abfence, he would tell the gen. 
tleman oppofite to him, that had not what he faid been 
delivered in that Houfe, jt would have been a libel in- 
deed! He had been ofkinded becaufe an attack had 
been made againft the Majelty of William Pitt.—Is it 
then, he would afk, fuch an offence to doubt the finceri- 
ty of William Pitt, and becaufe his fincerity had been 
acknowledged by Parliament? : 

Earl Te mpve faid, an Hons Gentleman having deli- 
vered a meflage to us from the editor of a paper, very 
much the object of the Learned Gentieman’s motion 
now before us, in which he {tates his ignorance of the 
falfehood of the paragraph in his paper which has been 
noticed, and his forrow for it, I am really happy to 
find, and I think that the Hon. Gentleman deferves the 
thanks of the Houfe for his information, that there 
really is an editor forthcoming to anfwer the charge 
brought againft him, as we have been told by the Leain- 
ed Gentleman who brought the motion forward, that

Lord W. Russex faid, his reafon for oppofing the 
bill was, becaufe it went to attach a refponfibility to 
perfons having property in a papers that might often af- 
feé&t an innocent perfon, and ftrike at the freedom of 
difcufion. He withed to know whether the vigiiance

of the Attorney General had been excited to publica- 
tions, taxing certain Members of that Houfe as being 
ready to afford countenance to the French, in cafe they 
made an invafion on this country ? 

The Arrorney Generat explained. 

The Soricitor GENERAL wilhed to know, if per- 
fons were to be permitted to indulge flander and fedi- 
tion without refponfibility ? 

Mr Trexney explained. He denied that the perfon 
to whom the Learned Gentleman alluded had abfcond- 
ed, for he had feen him only two days ago. 

Sir W. Puttensy faid, he was afraid that this mo- 
tion would throw a great additional pcWer into the hands 
of the Crown. On thefe accounts he withed the bill

Mr Wrwpuam faid, the perfon about whom the in- 
quiry was made, was the author of a paper fuch as eve- 
ry one knew the * Courier” to be a paper to which 
there was no term of reproach that could not be applied 
—a paper written with the moft traitorous defigns, and 
devoted to the fervice of the enemy. It would be ufe- 
ful for the purpofes of public jultice, that the editor of 
a paper fhould be known. t ;

LAND TAX. 

The order of the day for going into the Committee 
upon the land-tax redemption bill being read, 

Mr Buxrox faid, the meafure now before the Houfe 
would be much more popular if it contained a provifion 
to this effeét, that whenever any additional burthen was 
laid upog the land, a tax to the fame extent fhould be 
laid upon every other fpecies of property. 

Mr te faid, before he could agree to fuch a propos 
fition as that made by the Hon. Gentleman, he mutt firft 
afk him, how he could afcertain the value of every {pe 
cies of property with refpeét to which he certainly could 
not give any fuch pledge, and that was the funded pro- 
perty, which was fpecifically exempted from any direct 
impofition. 

Mr Jounes faid he fhould oppofe the Speaker’s lea- 
ving the chair, and fhould give his decided oppofition 
to a meafure which he confidered as a-partial financial 
operation. He oppofed it with the greateft reluétance, 
becaufe he was aware that a large fum of money was ne- 
ceflary for the public fervice. It appeared to him that 
there exifted an inclination to favour what was cailed 
the monied intereft. He did not wifh to {peak ill of 
any fet of men, but he would repeat what was faid by 
the Noble Father of the prefent Minifter—That they 
were a fet of men who would ferve any Minifter, pro- 
vided it ferved their own interelt, and nolonger. We 
had feen the inftance of another nation, the principal 
caufe of whofe ruin was the encouragement given to the 
fwindling fraternity of money brokers, jobbers, &c. 
He begged not to be confidered as {peaking of any in- 
dividual, he only fpoke of them as a body. 

The Cuancertor of the Excuequer faid, it had 
been objected to the meafure, that it tended to create a 
permanent burden on the landed intereft of the country 
in favour of the monied intereft. An Hoa. Gentle. 
man diftinguifhed by the title of Money Jobbers, and 
{tiled them a {windling fraternity ; and whom, not as 
corrupt individuals, but as a body, he branded as the 
inftruments of the French Revolution, and as men like- 
ly to create Revolutions in this country. He how- 
ever, differed -very widely from him in this important 
opinion. It was neither the landed nor the monied 
men who were the agents of Revolution, but perfons 
without either kind of property, who defired to get 
poffeffion of the land and money of others. ‘l'hefe com- 
pofed the fwindling—thefe the robbing and murdering 
fraternity of Revolutionifts. He had hoped that the 
diftinétion which he had juft heard between the two 
{pecies of men was at an end: The example of the laft 
century he thought fufiicient to prove, that the profperity 
of one was the profperity of the other, and that the al- 
liance was indiffoluble. ‘The monied part of the wealth 
of the country depended for its folidity on the fecurity 
of the Jand, while, on the other hand, the number of 
years purchafe, and the improvements in the value, had 
been the gradual refult of the progrefs of commerce. 

Lord SHEFFI ELD faid, he could not agree with thofe 
who confidered the iand tax already as a fixed or per- 
petual tax; certainly it was not fo confidered till the 
Right Hen. Gentleman was at the head of the Admi- 
niftration 3 but on the contrary, a part of it at leaft, 
was referved for war, and.as the worft kind of tax in 
principle, it was juftly not exacted in its utmoft extent, 
but on extraordinary occafions. He faid, we had been 
fo long accuftomed to this tax, that it never occurred to 
us to examine it. But this is fuch a favourite tax, that 
he underftood as foon as it was fold there was an inten- 
tention of laying a new land tax. Unfortunately for 
the country, thofe whofe odious taf it was to propofe 
taxes did not always extend their knowledge beyond the 
bills of mortality. They are too much ‘in’ the hands 
of monied men, and are fo full of little expedients rela- 
tive to the funds, that, they can feldom think of .the in- 
rerior circumftances of the country. They do not feem
